be contrary to news reports of jconditions in Cuba. Perhaps 
they reveal a side of the situation which has not been dealt 
with by the American press. 

In other recent stories from Spain we have learned 
of the reopening of first the Third Baptist Church, and now 
the Second Baptist Church in Madrid. Both of these chur- 
ches have been closed by government order for the past 
several years. Many have long prayed for more religious 
freedom in Spain and other countries. Whether these re- 
ports mean a change in policy we cannot yet know. The 
Foreign Mission Board has not given an interpretation of 
what is happening, and it is probable that no clear under- 
standing is yet available. 

Although it is too early for any appraisal of these re- 

rts, and perhaps for great rejoicing, nevertheless we can 
thank God for what has happened, and can continue to pray 
that full and complete religious freedom may someday 
come, not only in these lands, but also in every other nation 
around the world. As Baptists we can never be satisfied 
until every person 
freedom and the right to‘ worship God according to the 
dictates of his conscience. Not only will we remain ale 
ta oppose any encroachment upon that freedom here 
America, but we shall also use our every influence to bring 
such freedom everywhere else. 

The world will be a better place in which to live when 
complete religious freedom and separation of church and 
state are found in every nation.

Father Vekemans is reported to have taken up his 
present post in Chile three years ago after a period of teach- 
ing on the faculty of the Gregorian University in Rome. 

\“There are so few priests and so few strong Catholic 
organizations (in South America),” says this Jesuit leader, 
“that masses of people escape any (Roman) Church influ- 
ence. There is left a real ‘vacuum’ and that is where the 
Protestants are pouring in.” 

“South America is not only a mission territory,” con- 
tinues the priest, “it is the mission territory of our century.” 

If South America represents such an urgent challenge 
to Roman Catholics, it represents an even greater challenge 
to Baptists. 

Communism, Protestantism, Spiritism and Secularism 
are described as impediments to the work of Roman Catho- 
lics|in South America. Our greatest impediments are the 
lack of enough missionaries and sufficient resources to 
adequately maintain them and to enable them to do an ef- 
fective piece of work. 

Realizing this, some new converts, at Tarija, where the 
Rev, Arthur Wormald has been serving, decided to be 
missionaries to their own people and asked for an inten- 
sive course of training in Bible knowledge and soul-win- 
ning methods. Such was their enthusiasm that men left 
their work, with loss of pay, to study from sun up to sun 
down for over a week in order that they might become 
effective lay missionaries to their own people. 

“The fields are white unto harvest but the laborers 
are few.” The Jesuit leader is right, “South America IS 
the mission territory of our century.”

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Sound doctrine is not like 
npagne. It can not be mea- 
sured by its antiquity, Yet some- 
times we think that the older 
| an idea is the better it is. As 
for that matter, sometimes we 
assume an idea to be older than 
it is and therefore better than 
it is. 

Doctrine means teaching and 
probably should be so transla- 
ted lest we forget that such is 
its simple meaning. _. 

Sound doctrine means 
healthy or wholesome teaching 
(1 Tim. 1:10, Ii Tim.' 4:3). So, 
a doctrine’ is not some sort of 
shibboleth, set in concrete. Rath- 
er it is a teaching which is 
healthful, that is, productive of 
health in the man of God. 

Indeed, time may demonstrate 
the soundness of a teaching or 
the unsoundness thereof. Un- 
til a little over a hundred years 
ago the problem of alcohol was 
dealt with by the Christian doc- 
trine of temperance or modera- 
tion. So, Baptist papers with- 
out conscience carried whiskey 
advertisements, and the salaries 
of Baptist preachers were paid 
in corn liquor.’ Then arose a 
new doctrine of total abstinence. 

Alcohol Problem 

By the criterion of time alone 
this new doctrine. was unsound. 
Moreover, it was doubly crip- 
pled by having no: explicit Bib- 
lical support. However, as the 
years have come and gone, the 
soundness of the doctrine of 
total abstinence has been dem- 
onstrated more and more. That 
is to say, it is a teaching that 
is wholesome. It is healthful, 
designed to solve one of the 
agg saga of the modern 
era. Yor a fact, alcoholism re- 
mains one of our.most serious 
problems. But not, of course, 
for the man who is aj total ab- 
stainer. | 

So, today we can look back 
and trace a rather anomalous 
chain of events. The doctrine 
of temperance was at least 
three thousand years old. It 
had strong Biblical support, Yet 
it has’ been proved ‘unsound. 
The new doctrine of ‘total ab- 
stinence is only about lone hun- 
dred years old. It has no ex- 
plicit Biblical support. Of the 
two it is more wholesome and 
so to be preferred. 

Therefore, a teaching is not 
the better because it is old. 
Neither is it the worse because 
it is new. On the other hand 
of course, the new is |not nec- 
essarily to be preferred to the 
old.

During a student luncheon commemorating the 11th an- 
niversary of the College Church of the Associated Colleges of 
Claremont, Calif., a report was presented which showed that: 

Ninety per cent of 1500 college students polled indicated 
a belief in God. ... 65 per cent expressed belief in a God who 
is active in history. ... 

But 86 per cent of the students expressed the opinion 
that it is not'necessary to attend church regularly to have an 
adequate religious life. : 

The research, made under auspices of the Danforth Foun- 
dation, had as its purpose to evaluate student moral values 
and social life in relation to religion. The research indi- 
cated that students with deeper religious attitudes were most 
likely to be planning to‘enter service professions along the 
line of teaching, welfare or medicine. Non-church attenders, 
on the other hand, expressed their ambitions for careers in 
the arts, business or industry —(EP)
